O New health minister and premier to arrange inquiry into queue 
jumping, doctor intimidation O Inquiry promised on campaign trail 


Alberta Premier Ahson Red- 
ford announced her new 
cabinet yesterday, slotting 
veterans into key portfo¬ 
lios, adding a slew of new¬ 
comers, rewarding past 
foes and gutting much of 
the old guard. 

“We will deliver 
change,” Redford told re¬ 
porters after her new team 
of 20 ministers was sworn 
in.

The department will 
consolidate Children’s Serv¬ 
ices, emplo 3 mient and help 
for the homeless.

Leader Brian Mason said 
Home was the drafter of 


documents that detailed 
the plan to expand private 
care under the public-care 
umbrella and de-list more 
publicly funded services. 

Home said he will take 
his cues firom Redford, who 
promised during the recent 
party-leadership race to fix 
deliveiy times not through 
privatization but from 
within by reorganizing 
firont-line care. Opposition 
Alberta Liberal Leader Raj 
Sherman said Home’s reas¬ 
surances are not reassuring.

The top cop’s call for 
more boots on the ground 
in Edmonton is a step to¬ 
ward healing the city’s 
growing homicide woes, 
but the department’s offi¬ 
cer shortage may be tough 
to cure, said the head of 
the police commission. 

“It’s certainly going to 
be enough to stop the 
bleeding,” said Sgt. Tony 
Simioni, president of the 
Edmonton Police Commis¬ 
sion. 

With about 50 retiring 
this year and even more 


eligible to hang up their 
badges soon, Simioni said 
EPS recruiting has barely 
kept up. 

Alberta’s police-to- 
people ratio is second-low¬ 
est in Canada, but 
Edmonton’s is even worse. 

“We are still quite a bit 
behind,” said Simioni, 
noting the city lags Cal¬ 
gary by 200 officers. 

More EPS officers will 
also stretch the city’s 
purse strings, said one 
councillor. 

“This is going to be the 
most difficult budget,” 
said Coun. Amarjeet Sohi, 
adding snow removal, es¬ 
sential services and polic¬ 


ing all need boosts, de¬ 
spite reports $50 million 
will need to be found in 
city coffers. 

Chief Rod Knecht will 
have to defend his plan 
for making the city safer, 
which includes 100 offi¬ 
cers, before the dollars 
are doled out, he said. 

“One police officer 
costs $100,000,” said So¬ 
hi. 

Another option is ask¬ 
ing for provincial polic¬ 
ing dollars, he said, 
noting many of this 
year’s homicides involved 
broader mitigating fac¬ 
tors like alcohol and men¬ 
tal illness.

They have travelled the glo¬ 
be, rubbed elbows with ce¬ 
lebrities and been cheered 
as heroes the world over. 
One year after 33 Chilean 
miners were winched to 
the surface firom their en¬ 
tombment 700 metres un¬ 
derground, they still get 
recognition for their incre¬ 
dible saga of endurance and 
survival. 

But, perhaps surpri¬ 
singly, the instant fame and 
status have brought pro¬ 
blems of their own, and the 
promised riches have never 
materialized. 

The Copiapo miners ha¬ 
ve walked a long road since 
their dramatic rescue from 
the San Jose mine was wat¬ 
ched on television by an es¬ 
timated one billion viewers. 

Many of the miners say 
they are worse off now than 
they were before the acci¬ 
dent. Some are without ste¬ 
ady jobs and most are still 
on medical leave recove¬ 
ring from the trauma of ha¬ 
ving been buried alive for 
10 weeks. 

Fourteen of the miners 
rely on a government disa¬ 
bility pension of $470 a 
month, but they are still 
struggling. 

Now, however, “Los 33” 


are starting to mobilize, ho¬ 
ping to make some money 
from their experience. They 
have hired the law firm Ca¬ 
rey and Company and esta¬ 
blished a committee to 
protect their image and sell 
their stoiy. They have also 
signed a deal with the Wi¬ 
lliam Morris Endeavor 
agency for film and televi¬ 
sion projects. Meanwhile, 


Holl 3 Avood producer Mike 
Medavoy plans to make a 
movie of their stoiy based 
on a book by author Hector 
Tobar, which was inspired 
by miner Victor Segovia’s 
writings while he was un¬ 
derground. 

Determined to seek justi¬ 
ce, some of the miners have 
filed a negligence suit 
against the Chilean govern¬ 


ment for failing to ensure 
proper working conditions 
at the mine. 

And, perhaps most sur¬ 
prising of all, more than 
half of the men say they 
want to go back under¬ 
ground. It’s a matter of sim¬ 
ple economics, they say — 
they need the money — 
and mining is all they 
know. 


A celebration - then came the hangover 


It should have been a time 
of triumph for the 33 res¬ 
cued Chilean miners. 

Instead, many of them 
partied a little too hard, 
and controversy has emer¬ 
ged over the effectiveness 
of the care the men recei¬ 
ved, especially after news 
surfaced that miner Edi¬ 
son Pena was in rehab for 
drug and alcohol abuse. 

Alberto Iturra, chief 
psychologist of the rescue 
mission, says his team 


couldn’t prevent some si¬ 
tuations from occurring. 
“A struggle began on get¬ 
ting exclusive interviews 
from the media, not allo¬ 
wing the miners to spend 
more time with their fa¬ 
milies,” he said. 

“Only a few days after 
their return to the surfa¬ 
ce, there was an explosive 
excess of partying and 
drinking for them. They 
didn’t even have the time 
to rest in hospital.” 


But Alejandro Pino, ma¬ 
nager of the Chilean Sa¬ 
fety Association, insists he 
did everything he could to 
get the best results from 
the treatment program. 

“Medical issues such as 
alcoholism are not necessa¬ 
rily as a psychological con¬ 
sequence of the accident,” 
he said. “In truth, the 
men’s psychological beha¬ 
viour was much better 
than we expected an 3 ^ay.”

O Sloan disqualified from marathon after taking bus 
to finish course O Faces ban from future marathons 


After crossing the finish 
line in third place and 
smashing his personal 
best, Rob Sloan celebrated 
and boasted how he’d just 
completed an “unbeliev¬ 
ably tough” marathon. 

It turns out that things 
weren’t quite what they 
seemed. 

Sloan, organizers say, 
had actually dropped out 
32 kilometres into the 
race, hitched a ride on a 
spectator shuttle bus and 
emerged from the woods 
near the finish line to 
make the podium. 

After initially describing 
claims that he cheated in 


Famous cheats 


► One of the most famous 
cases of cheating in a 
marathon came at the 
Boston Marathon in 1980, 
where Rosie Ruiz was the 
first woman to cross the 
finish line but was disqual¬ 
ified when officials discov¬ 
ered she jumped into the 
race about 1.5 kilometres 
from the end. 

Sunday’s Kielder Marathon 
in the U.K. as “laughable,”

Britain’s government is 
pushing its plan to change 
the rules on royal succes¬ 
sion to provide equal treat¬ 
ment for princes and 
princesses, the prime min¬ 
ister said yesterday. 

David Cameron said he 
has written to 15 other 
Commonwealth nations 
where Queen Elizabeth II 
is head of state requesting 
their views on moderniz¬ 
ing succession. 

Under the proposal, the 
first child of Prince 
William and the Duchess 
of Cambridge would even¬ 
tually become monarch — 
regardless of sex. 

As the law stands now, 
an elder daughter would 
be passed over in favour of 
a younger brother.

“We espouse gender 
equality in all other aspects 
of life and it is an anomaly 
that in the rules relating to 
the highest public office we 
continue to enshrine male 
superiority,” Cameron 
wrote in his letter. 


The changes would also 
lift a centuries-old ban on 
British monarchs marry¬ 
ing Roman Catholics — a 
rule Cameron described in 
his letter as a “historical 
anomaly” since it does not 
bar those who take spous¬ 
es of other faiths. 

Experts say they hope 
the matter will be resolved 
before Middleton begins 
having children to avoid a 
confusing line of succes¬ 
sion like that in Sweden, 
where a rule change led to 
a title being passed from a 
prince to his elder sister. 

Buckingham Palace has 
always refirained from 
commenting on the politi¬ 
cal issue, saying it’s a mat¬ 
ter for the government.

full diversity of the world’s 
bathrooms.

Scientists have cracked 
the genetic code of the 
Black Death, one of histo- 
ly’s worst plagues, and 
found that its modem 
day bacterial descendants 
haven’t changed much. 

Luckily, we have. 

The evolution of socie¬ 
ty and medicine and our 
own bodies has far 
outpaced the evolution 
of that deadly bacterium, 
scientists said. 

The 14th centuiy bug 
is nearly identical to the 
modern-day version of 
the same germ. There are 
only a few dozen changes 
among the more than 4 
million building blocks 
of DNA, according to the 
journal Nature. 

What that shows is 
that the plague was dead¬ 
ly for reasons beyond its 
DNA, authors said. 

In its day, the disease 
killed between 30 million 
and 50 million people — 
about one of eveiy three 
Europeans. It came at the 
worst possible time — 
when the climate was 
suddenly getting colder, 
the world was in the 
midst of a long war and 
horrible famine, and peo¬ 
ple were moving into 
closer quarters, scientists 
say. And it was likely the 
first time the disease had 
stmck humans, attacking 
people without any 
innate protection.

It’s like a deer 
in headlines 

For the past week, a massive, short- 
tempered stag has been charging into 
British headlines, goring a man in the 
middle of a picnic and chasing one 
woman through the brush. 

The stag’s rampage has cast a shad¬ 
ow over Bushy Park, a quiet suburban 
expanse of tree-lined avenues and 
ponds some 21 kilometres southwest 
of central London. 

“I’ve been in and out of the park for 
20 years, and this is the first time I’ve 
heard of people being attacked in such 


quick succession,” said Robert Piper, a 
sports and wildlife photographer 
whose dramatic shots of the angiy 
deer have kept it in the headlines. 

Bushy Park holds 320 deer, which 
roam fireely across a 445-hectare area 
of meadows and forested areas. 

They are generally gentle creatures 
— until fall’s rutting season. 

Park veteran Dick Hill, a 64-year-old 
retiree with binoculars dangling from 
his neck, says, “There have been quite 
a few of (the incidents) this year.” 

Hill said a shortage of female deer 
could be to blame for the aggressive 
behaviour.

I don’t know if it’s crazy 
so much as quirkiness. 

He’s just out there and 
outgoing and funnier than 
I could’ve imagined.

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Away with the 

fairies 

O Building and tending a tiny fairy garden can 
inspire children and adults alike 



Faiiy gardens — hidden be¬ 
neath stout trees at botani¬ 
cal gardens, or proudly 
displayed on tabletops at 
garden centres and in 
homes — are captivating 
the imaginations of chil¬ 
dren and adults, providing 
an escape into a tiny world. 

Young kids get caught 
up in the magic, industri¬ 
ously building homes for 
the fairies they believe are 
real. 

Older children enjoy 
working on the tiny scale: 
five-centimetre plants and 
diminutive garden furni¬ 
ture. Adults enjoy the cre¬ 
ativity, too. 

“You see how real it is 
for the children,” says Don- 
ni Webber of Long Beach, 
Calif., who blogs about 
fairy gardens. “For the par¬ 
ent, it becomes real, too. It 
takes us all back into that 
magical time when it was 
all for real.” 

A fairy garden can be 
made in most an 3 ^hing — 
an oak barrel, terra-cotta 
pot, even old luggage and 


basins. They also can be 
planted straight in the gar¬ 
den, on a patch of soil or a 
tree stump, or hidden be¬ 
neath a bush. 

Meg Holloway, of Over¬ 
land Park, Kan., builds 


faiiy gardens with her 
eight-year-old daughter, 
Miranda. 

Besides creating and 
maintaining the gardens, 
the two enjoy hunting for 
tiny accessories at garage

sales and thrift stores. 

“It is veiy special Mom¬ 
my time,” Holloway says. “1 
really love that.”

The hide-and-seek ap¬ 
peal of faiiy gardens has 
led some public gardens to 
encourage visitors to build 
faiiy houses in out-of-the- 
way spots. The Coastal 
Maine Botanical Gardens 
in Boothbay, Maine, for in¬ 
stance, provides two build¬ 
ing sites — along the shore 
and in the woods. 

“What you notice a lot is 
the dads really get into it,” 
says acting executive direc¬ 
tor William Cullina.

Heather Fogg of Peoria, 
111., builds faiiy gardens out 
of found objects, such as 
chipped metal basins and 
old dresser drawers, and 
uploads pictures of some of 
her finished gardens on 
Flickr. 

She scatters her mini¬ 
gardens among her out¬ 
door gardens, “hidden like 
1 imagine fairies would ac¬ 
cidentally be found.” 

For children, making 
the furniture and accou¬ 
trements out of found ob¬ 
jects is half the fun. But 
some adults prefer to buy 
their accessories, which 
they can do online and at 
garden centres and special¬ 
ty shops.

Dear Laundiy Lady, 

The good news is that 
yes, you can wash a down- 
filled duvet. 

However, there are 
some veiy specific steps 
that you must follow to en¬ 
sure success. 

1. Only ever wash it in a 
front loading washing ma¬ 
chine; never a top loader as 
the agitator in a top loading 
washer will damage the 
down duvet. 

2. Use 1/4 the amount of 
soap, because soap is veiy 
difficult to remove from 
this kind of garment. 

You can always wash a 
second time and add more 
soap if needed. 

3. When you put the du¬

DIY IDEAS 


With more forethought, 
Adam might not have bit¬ 
ten the apple and I might 
not have planted apple 
trees. But he did, and 1 did, 
and we each must deal with 
the consequences. 

For my part, 1 hadn’t re¬ 
alized that apple trees had 
so many pest and disease 
problems until 1 planted 25 
dwarfs. 

Sure, those problems can 
be fought with repeated 
sprays of pesticides. But 
with a little research and 
planning, an acceptable 
crop of high quality apples 
can be harvested using little 
or no pesticide. 

Insect thugs 

The three major insect 
pests for apples are the ap¬ 
ple maggot, plum curculio 
and codling moth. Apple 
maggots are the worst of 
the lot, dimpling fmits and 
riddling them with brown 
trails of burrowing larvae. 

Given free rein, they 
make almost eveiy fruit too 
damaged to eat. 

Thankfully, the apple 
maggot has an Achilles 
heel. When this insect 
emerges as a fly about six 
weeks after the trees have 
bloomed, the females 
search around for the 
biggest, reddest apples in- 
which to lay eggs. 

Ms. Maggot can be hood¬ 
winked with fake apples: 
red spheres coated with a 
sticky material called Tan- 


gletrap. 

Or with sacrificial real 
apples: Buy the firmest, red¬ 
dest Red Delicious you can 
find, force a stiff wire 
through the core to hang 
the apple, and coat the fimit 
with Tangletrap. 

(Traps of real apples 
eventually rot, so usually 
need to be replaced once or 
twice a season.) 

One trap per dwarf tree, 
hung at head height in 
clear view, or four traps per 
full-size apple tree, should 
provide an irresistible en¬ 
ticement to the egg-laying 
apple maggot. 

Plum curculio, which is 
active during the six weeks 
immediately following 
bloom, can cause fmit to 
drop early. The traditional 
way to thwart it, effective if 
done diligently, is to spread 
an old sheet or dropcloth 
beneath each tree each 
morning, then give the tree 
or branches a sharp whack 
with a padded mallet. 

Curculios drop from the 
tree and play dead, at 
which point they can be 
gathered up and destroyed. 
Letting chickens forage be¬ 
neath apple trees also offers 
some control. 

Spra 3 dng is another way 
to control curculio, but in¬ 
stead of the usual chemical 
pesticide sprays, use a spray 
derived from nothing more 
than kaolin clay. 

The material, marketed 
under the name Surround, 
leaves a white coating on 
the fmit. Build up a good, 
powdeiy base with three 
sprays just before trees 
bloom, then spray eveiy 



seven to 10 days, or after 
heavy rains. 

The clay spray also 
thwarts codling moth, with 
its signature big, fat worm. 

This pest is active for 


much of the season, but 
even unchecked, affects on¬ 
ly 25 per cent of fmits. 

Disease 

The three worst diseases af¬ 
flicting apple trees are fire 


blight, cedar-apple mst and 
scab. Certain pesticides con¬ 
trol cedar apple mst, but 
spra 3 dng must begin before 
blossoms open. 

Although apple insects 


have cosmopolitan tastes, 
disease organisms are 
finicky. Another way to 
control diseases is to plant a 
disease-resistant variety.
